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WORSHIP IRE SHARKS 


South Sea Islanders Fear Them 
as the Abode of Ghosts. 


HOLD SOULS OF THEIR DEAD. 


The Natives Offer Gifts and Food, 

Sometimes Human, to Appease the 

Man Eaters—The Hawaiians Used to 

Feed Their Dead to the Monsters. 

In view of the wide distribution of 
sharks and their strength and ferocity, 
qualities which appealed to the savage 
mind, it is not strange that the cult of 
shark worship should have arisen. This 
worship is especially common in the 
south seas, where sharks are very nu¬ 
merous, says the Detroit Free Press. 

In the Solomon islands living sacred 
objects are chiefly sharks, alligators, 
snakes, etc. Sharks are in all these is¬ 
lands very often thought to be the 
abode of ghosts, as natives will at 
times before their death announce that 
they will appear as sharks. Afterward 
any shark remarkable for size or color 
which is observed to haunt a certain 
shore or rock is taken to be some one’s 
ghost, and the name of the deceased is 
given to it. 

Such a one was Sautahimatawa at 
Ulawa, a dreaded man eater, to which 
offerings of porpoise teeth were made. 
At Saa certain food, such as cocoanuts 
from certain trees, is reserved to feed 
such a ghost shark, and there are cer¬ 
tain men of whom it is known that 
after death they will be in sharks. 
These, therefore, are allowed to eat 
such food in the sacred place. In Saa 
and Ulawa if a sacred shark had at¬ 
tempted to seize a man and he had 
escaped the people would be so much 
afraid of the shark’s anger that they 
would throw the man back in the sea 
to. be drowned. These sharks also were 
thought to aid in catching the bonito, 
for taking which supernatural power 
was necessary. 

In the Banks islands a shark may 
be a tangaroa, a sort of familiar spirit 
or the abode of one. Some years ago 
Manurwar, son of Mala, the chief man 
in Vanua Lava, had such a shark. He 
had given money to a Manwo man to 
send it to him. It was very tame and 
would come up to him when he went 
down to the beach at Nawono and 
follow along in the surf ns he walked 
along the shore. In the New Hebrides 
some men have the power, the natives 
believe, of changing themselves into 
sharks. 

The Samoan native believed that his 
gods appeared in some visible incar¬ 
nation, and the particular thing in 
which it was in the habit of appear¬ 
ing was to him an object of venera¬ 
tion. Many worshiped the shark in 
this way, and while they would freely 
partake of the gods of others they 
felt that death would be the penalty 
should they eat their own god. The 
god was supposed to avenge the in¬ 
sult bv taking up his abode in the 
offend- ‘ i body and causing to gen¬ 
erate t.iere the very thing which he 
had eaten until it produced death. In 
one village Taeraa, the war god, was 
present in a bundle of shark's teeth. 
These curiosities were done up in a 
piece of native cloth and consulted be¬ 
fore going to battle. If the bundle 
felt heavy that was a bad omen, but 
if light the sign was good, and off they 
went to the fight. 

In the Fiji islands, Viavia and other 
gods claim the shark as their abode, 
and their devotees must never eat of 
that fish, for if they did they would be 
partaking of the god himself. 

It was in the Hawaiian Islands, how¬ 
ever, that shark worship reached its 
greatest perfection. Its worship was 
quite common on the islands, each one 
having a special shark as his ances¬ 
tral god. The worship of sharks was 
due largely to the fact that the belief 
in the transmigration of souls is quite 
general among the Polynesians, and 
the Hawaiians would feed their dead 
to the sharks under the supposition 
that in this way the soul of the dead 
would enter the sharks and so animate 
the latter as to incline them to respect 
the bodies of the living. 

Several of the African coast tribes 
worship the shark. Three or four times 
' in the year they celebrate the festival 
of -the shark, which is done in this 
wise: They all row out in their boats 
to the middle of the river, where they 
invoke, with the strangest ceremonies, 
the protection of the great shark. They 
offer to him poultry and goats in order 
to satisfy his sacred appetite. But this 
is nothing. An infant is every year 
sacrificed to the monster, which has 
been feted and nourished for the sac¬ 
rifice from its birth to the age of ten. 
On the day of the fete it is bound to a 
post on a sandy point at low water. 
As the tide rises the child may utter 
cries of terror, but they are of no 
avail, as it is abandoned to the waves, 
and the sharks soon arrive to finish Its 
agony and thus permit it to enter into 
heaven. 
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The Polynesians have an ancient ru¬ 
ble treating of the flight of Ina, the 
daughter of Vaitoringa and Ngaetna, 
to the sacred isle. After the sole 
dumped her at the edge of the break¬ 
ers with such disastrous results to it¬ 
self from the angry princess the latter 
summoned the shark and by its help 
succeeded in reaching the sacred is¬ 
land. Feeling thirsty during the voy¬ 
age, Ina cracked a cocoanut on the 
shark’s forehead, and this accounts for 
the bump now found on the forehead 
of all sharks.

An old farmer once called at the 
White House and complained that the 
Union soldiers in passing his farm had 
helped themselves not only to hay, but 
to his horse, and he hoped the presi¬ 
dent would urge the proper officer to 
consider his claim immediately. 

“Why, my dear sir,” replied Mr. Lin¬ 
coln blandly, "I couldn’t think of such 
a thing. If I consider individual cases 
I should find work enough for twenty 
presidents.”

“couldn’t you just give me a line to 
Colonel- about it—just one line?”

Away off in the strange island of 
New Guinea it is leap year all the 
time in one important sense, for out 
there all the proposals of marriage 
are made by the women. It is consid¬ 
ered beneath the dignity of the male 
inhabitants of New Guinea to even 
notice a woman, and consequently the 
women perforce must notice the men 
and must start any idea of weddings, 
etc. 

So when the island belle of New 
Guinea becomes in love she promptly 
sends a piece of string to the sister 
of the lucky man. If he has no sister 
she sends it to his mother or to some 
female relative—this because the man 
and his male relatives are assumed 
to be above taking any steps toward 
acquiring a wife. 

Then the sister says to the man in¬ 
volved: “Brother, I have news. So- 
and-so is in love with you.” If in¬ 
clined to matrimony the man makes 
an engagement to meet the enamored 
lady. When they meet it is alone, and 
they either decide to wed or drop the 
entire proposition at once. There is 
no courting, for the man is not al¬ 
lowed, theoretically at least, to waste 
any time on a woman—not even 
enough time to make love to the lady 
or to allow her to make love to him. 

The betrothal is announced, and the 
engaged man in New Guinea is brand¬ 
ed on the back with charcoal, but the 
woman’s mark of engagement to, wed 
Is actually cut into her skin and is 
never allowed to completely vanish. 
If either one decides to break the en¬ 
gagement nothing can be done by the 
offended party. 

If the girl decides that, after all, she 
sent the little piece of string by mis¬ 
take the man is apt, however, to catch 
her some time alone and beat her. If 
the man jilts the woman her relatives 
often hunt him up and administer a 
sound drubbing. Blood, however, is 
seldom shed, as the breaking of these 
women made engagements is not deem¬ 
ed a very serious matter. 

Though the women propose the wed¬ 
dings in New Guinea, the condition of 
the wife is miserable and unjust in 
the extreme. The girl is merely the 
property and slave of the husband. He 
can beat her unrebuked and even kill 
her with impunity if she incurs his 
enmity.—Atlanta Constitution.

Between the needs 
of hundreds of sick men and the com¬ 
forts they required was the locked 
door, the symbol of red tape. Florence 
j Nightingale called a couple of order¬ 
lies, walked to the door and quietly 
ordered them to burst it open and the

Pat¬ 
ten. who passes the collection plate in 
church and who as mayor of Evan¬ 
ston, Ill., shut the town so tight that 
we could not buy a drink even in a 
drug store without a doctor’s prescrip¬ 
tion, said many months ago that wheat 
would go high this year, backed his 
judgment with his dollars and now is 
making more millions than anybody 
can accurately figure. Whether the 
deal is a corner or a whole room, such 
a speculation on futures of a necessary 
of life would be impossible in France, 
Germany and most other European 
countries. Only in this land of the 
free is one man permitted in such 
gPring fashion to take fabulous for¬ 
tunes from the pockets of the poor. 
Patten may deny that he has a cor¬ 
ner on wheat, but he cannot deny that 
he is getting a corner on millions of 
•ther people’s money—people who are 
compelled to pay the prices he asks or 
starve. 

Secretary Wilson’s Roast. 

With this speculator the markets are 
a science. He has experts in every

ures and leave it to the public to de¬ 
termine which tells the truth.” 

Patten has been described as having 
eyes like a pig and an underjaw like 
that of a bulldog. When he speaks he 
growls, but every syllable is distinct, 
in spite of the menace of his tone. 
The pitch of his voice is always low, 

persons fifteen or twenty feet 
away from him are likely to jump 
when they are first conscious of the 
rasp in it. 

Patten’s Evanston Palace. 

No celebrity is allowed to visit Evan¬ 
ston without being driven out to look 
at least at the outside of the Patten 
home. It is quite worth looking at. 
It has more architecture to the square 
inch than any other house in the world 

except Senator W. A. Clark’s home on 
Fifth avenue in New York. 

The Patten disposition runs to cor¬ 
nering things. Once the fat John W. 
Gates started out to corner corn in 
1901. About the time the Armours 
decided to accumulate to themselves 
the sole right to deal in wheat and 
Cudahy felt impelled to shove every¬ 
body else out of the pork market Pat¬ 
ten found them all so busy that they 
had not time to watch the corn mar¬ 
ket. He bought all the corn in the 
world and a good deal more before 
they woke up. Their own corners fad¬ 
ed away in the excitement caused by 
the roars and the squeals of Patten’s 
victims, who finally went to court and

Worked by a Book Agent.

Of course I couldn’t stand for that.” 

Insults William Nelson Cromwell. 

In the Fish-Harriman fight for the 
control of the Illinois Central Patten 
had the right to vote some 787 shares. 
Neither side knew which way he meant 
to vote, but the Harriman people 
thought his natural inclinations were 
in their favor. Patten went to a stock¬ 
holders’ meeting and aggressively and 
loudly Insulted William Nelson Crom¬ 
well. The Fish crowd rejoiced. That 
night the proxies were delivered to 
Harriman. Said Patten, “It takes an 
awful jar to make some people see a 
point.” 

The present wheat corner is due to 
Patten’s marvelous ability at forecast¬ 
ing. His machinery for gathering crop 
information has been at work for 
years. Early in April this year he 
smilingly announced that his opinion 
that the world’s supply of wheat was 
Inadequate had been verified and that 
he guessed the price of bread was go¬ 
ing up. A lot of gambling millionaires 
who had bet against Patten’s fall opin¬ 
ions lost about $4,000,000. He stands 
to win $10,000,000 more. 

Patten’s corner in corn is still re¬ 
membered in Chicago—not exactly 
with pleasure, but still remembered. 
At that historic festival a wild, shriek¬ 
ing mass of men surged over every 

Inch of the long quadrangle of the 
wheat pit. The din as the jangled 
chorus rose up from the mob struggling 
for foothold echoed far down Lasalle 
street. 

To the packed galleries of spectators 
the scene was like an immense grid¬ 
iron where a hundred football teams 
were simultaneously trying to "buck 
the center.” Hour after hour the pan¬ 
demonium increased. 

“Give 70 for corn!” A bellow could 
be heard above the uproar, but no an¬ 
swering voice or raised hand came in 
answer, only more din. 

“Give 78 for 1.000.000 bushels!” The 
hoarse cry only fed the fiame of frenzy, 
and successive bids of 79 and 80 seem¬ 
ed but to increase the fury of every 
broker ou the floor in the despairing 
effort to buy. 

As the price gradually ascended it 
seemed that nowhere in the whole 
country was there a single bushel of 
corn for sale. Finally, toward the 
closing hour, as the anxiety of the 
“shorts” grew greater, a disheveled 
broker raised himself up out of the 
fighting mob and, waving a clinched 
fist, yelled, “Eighty-one!” There was 
stillness for t He one instant it took the 
clamoring seekers of grain to realize 
what that meant. Then in greater 
volume ascended the roar as from one 
end of the room to the other came the 
chorus, “Eighty-one, eighty-one, eighty- 


one 


But it beat futilely against the high 
gray walls. 

The market in corn was “cornered.” 

Outside in the rotunda a heavy set. 
twinkling eyed man sat in a chair, tilt¬ 
ed back against a column beside the 
fruit stand of “Apple Mary.” calmly 
and joyously sucking an orange. Cu¬ 
rious ones from the galleries filtered 
down to gaze at him from a distance, 
while excited brokers rushed out to 
tell him of the soaring prices. 

It was the uew “king of the pit.” 

Outwardly James A. Patten was the 
least interested man in all Chicago in 
what was transpiring on the board of 
trade. 

“It’s gone to 81, Jim!” cried a trader, 
while a crowd of friends surrounded 
the “great bull.” 

A Patten Story. 

“What’s gone to 81? Oh, corn. Why. 
I wasn’t thinking of corn at all. I was 
laughing at something that happened 
out at my church. I’m president of 
the men’s club, you know, and also 
pass the collection plate. 

“A florid and pompous little fellow 
was sitting in one of the seats, and he 
had a dollar in his hand. He looked 
up and saw me with the plate. Like 
lightning he swished the dollar back 
int'' his pocket and drew out a nickel. 

“ ‘What’s the use in giving it to you, 
Jim Patten?’ I heard him say, sotto 
voce. ‘It’ll all go for chewing gum or 
corn.’ ” 

While Armour was the heaviest 
loser in that corn corner, probably to 
the extent of $2,000,000, J. Brandt 
Walker, the quandom “Napoleon of 
Wall street.” was also caught ih the 
squeeze, it is estimated, to close on a 
million. Walker won $5,000,000 in 
New York during the stock panic and 
returned to his home in Chicago to in¬ 
crease his fortune with a flier on the 
board of trade. He was with Armour 
when the packer smashed Patten a 
year before and followed in his wake 
in the later deal. 

In the early days of the campaign he 
sent Patten tantalizing notes, such as: 

Dear Jim—I am selling you corn at 64 
and am going to buy It back at 40. It’s 
peaches and cream for me. Keep It up. 
Y ° urs ». WALKER. 

Dear Jim—This corn proposition is about 

the softest thing I ever struck. 1 am

Dear Jim—I’ve got you on corn. You 
are soft. WALKER. 

But Patten eventually “stood him 
on his head” and shook some of his 
Wall street winnings out of his pock¬ 
ets. 

Saving a Victim. 

While relentless with the -“big fel¬ 
lows” who are relentless with him, 
many a small trader has been rescued 
from disaster through Jim Patten’s 
generosity. During the boisterous 
close of the great corn squeeze, as Pat¬ 
ten sat out in the rotunda, an ashen 
faced man with perspiration stream¬ 
ing down his face staggered out of the 
pit. 

“God, Jim,” he gasped, “I’m done 
for! Every cent gone! They closed 
me out at 80. The folks”— 

“Why, man,” said Patten, “what 
right have you to be in the grain pit? 
You’re too small a dealer to be in a 
place like this. Say, how much have 
you lost?” 

“I’m in $25,000. Everything gone in 
a moment.” 

“Well, go home and rest up. Come 
around in the morning, and I’ll take 
up your accounts.” 

“That’s a funny sort of man to be 
engineering a big corn corner,” said a 
spectator close by. “He doesn’t seem 
to mind giving it back so long as he 
has the fun of geting it.” 

Giving it back? Why, they’ll tell 
you Jim Tatten doesn’t care a rap for 
money. That’s why he wears a $25 
suits and tells funny stories. Patten 
is the sort of man who likes to have 
friends. He doesn’t care whether they 
have got a quarter or a million, so 
long as they are honest, sociable and 
full of fun—good, clean fun in which 
the good wife may participate. 

It was not so many years ago that 
he was plowing on the old home farm 
at Sandwich, Ill. That’s what makes 
him such a forceful figure in the pit 
—he knows the game intimately from 
the growing of the crops to the ship¬ 
ping. marketing and manipulation. 
Later he “tended store” and then 
made a quick grab at education, study¬ 
ing at Northwestern university in Ev¬ 
anston. 

He is a man physically about fifty 
years old, nearly six feet tall, with 200 
pounds of hard flesh and muscle and 
a pink complexion that denotes good 
health.

LIBERTY BELL PROPOSITION. 


To Stop Its Crack and Make Bell of as 
Good Sound as In 1776. 

Shall the crack in the Liberty bell 
be repaired? Representatives of an 
old world firm of bellmakers have 
laid before Mayor Reyburn of Phila- j 
delphia a proposition to make the re¬ 
pairs so that once again the people 
may hear peais from the bell which 
announced to a new nation its inde¬ 
pendence. They have a secret process, 
but are willing to enter bonds in any 
amount and to do the work without 
taking the relic from Independence 
hall. 

Mayor Reyburu Is anxious that the 
people shall express their opinion, but 
his personal view is that there may be 
a general sentiment against repairs. 
Said he the other day: “There is a 
historic sentiment connected with the 
crack Itself. The bell cracked at the 
funeral services of Chief Justice Mar¬ 
shall, and every schoolboy who has 
seen a picture of the bell knows of” 
that crack. Still, it might be of inter¬ 
est to the people to hear the Liberty 
bell peal exactly as it did i» 1776, and 
the bellmakers assure me that the re¬ 
pairs they will make will not make the 
slightest difference in the tone of the 
bell.” 


Admiral R. D. Bucknam, Commander 
of Imperial Navy, Will Do It Again if 
Necessary—How He Saved His Own 
Life and His Coolness Under Danger. 

Turkey’s sultan, whom the Young 
Turks openly declare is the most 
treacherous of the “traitors” whom 
they are determined to fight to the 
death, depends upon an American to 
save his life. His hopes in his extrem¬ 
ity are pinned upon Admiral Ransford 
D. Bucknam, who now commands the 
imperial navy, has charge of naval 
construction and of the imperial yacht 
and is the naval adviser and aid-4e- 
! camp of Abdul Hamid II. 

Twice, it is said, he has saved the 
life of the sultan, and he is prepared 
to fight for it again if necessary. 

More than once has Bucknam Fasha 
himself, as lie is known in Turkey, 
been the object of attack by would 
be assassins. Guarded as he is in Con- 
stantinope, his enemies have found 
little chance to slay him, but ouce 
in Kiel, while returning from a ban¬ 
quet. bis foes nearly succeeded. Five 
of them attacked him with dag¬ 
gers, and only his expert knowledge 
of boxing saved bis life. lie floored 
three of them and was repelling the 
attacks of the others single handed 
when help arrived. 

Despite the honors that ha,ve been 
heaped upon him, Bucknam I’asha re¬ 
mains at heart an American. He 
laughs at the thought of danger to 
himself. His coolness under danger 
was displayed four years ago when an 
attempt was made to kill the sultan 
with a bomb as he was about to leave 
the Hamldieh mosque, a thousand 
yards from the palace. The bomb ex¬ 
ploded prematurely and killed eighty- 
mounted men and their horses and 
wounded many more. 

Bucknam Pasha was uninjured, and 
he walked beside the sultan's carriage 
with drawn sword as it threaded its 
way among the dead back to the pal¬ 
ace, threatening in a loud voice to de¬ 
capitate any unauthorized person who 
approached. 

Bucknam Fasha has entire charge of 
the building of the Turkish navy. 
Every dollar of the $20,000,000 set 
aside for this purpose which has thus 
far been expended has been paid out 
under bis direction. , 

Upon the breast of his gold embroid¬ 
ered uniform gleams the star of the 
Order of Osmanieh conferred upon 
him by the sultan. The same imperial 
hands have conferred a distinguished 
service medal, which Bucknam Pasha 
wears upon his left breast. Massive 
gold epaulets adorn his shoulders. A 
gold braided fez and a jewel studded 
sword complete tlie dress of the man 
upon whose naval wisdom and astute¬ 
ness the sultan now leans. At court 
the American ranks with the nobles, 
and be is more often consulted. 

Bucknam Fasha lias been in Turkey 
only six years. He was born in Nova 
Scotia thirty-eight years ago. Ills fa¬ 
ther was lost at sea, and when his 
grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. John Buck¬ 
nam of Worcester, Mass., gave him the 
choice of farm life or going to sea at 
fourteen he chose the sea as cabin boy 
in a merchant ship. 

He was twice shipwrecked. After¬ 
ward lie met John D. Rockefeller on a 
lake passenger steamer, and the latter 
made him captain of a Standard Oil 
wlialeback, where he was known as 
the “kid captain.” 

In 1902 he accepted a position with 
the Cramps of Philadelphia, and when 
the Turkish warship Medjidia was 
completed In 1903 he was commission¬ 
ed to sail her to the Bosporus. There 
he met the sultan, who was so im¬ 
pressed with his ability that he-offered 
him the vice admiralty of the empire. 

Bucknam Pasha afterward went to 
San Francisco and married Miss Rose 
Thayer, who is now with him in the 
Ottoman capital. His salary Is princely.

Professor Starr Tells of Graceful 
Method Adopted by Mexicans. 

Professor Frederick Starr of the 
University of Chicago, who attracted 
attention recently by a prophecy that 
former President Roosevelt would nev¬ 
er return alive from Africa, has again 
come into public notice, this time as 
an exponent of the fine art of “kiss 
throwing.” 

“Young men of this country do not 
know how to throw a kiss gracefully,” 
he says in a lecture prepared for stu¬ 
dents ou “Mexico Today.”

Gigantic Task Involved In Pre¬ 
paring For National Contest.

FINEST ALLEYS TO BE BUILT. 

\ 

Builders Will Have Only Six Days and 

Nights to Construct Twenty-four. 

Will Use 226,000 Feet of Lumber and 

254,000 Nails In the Work. 

Few persons who are interested in 
the coming tournament of the National 
Bowling association have any idea of 
the vast amount of work involved in 
getting the big Madison Square Gar¬ 
den at New York in shape for the 
4,000 or more bowlers from all over 
the United States who are to compete 
there for the large purses. Not many 
of the champion bowlers even can 
make a rough guess at the task that is 
to be undertaken. 

From the first the problem has been 
a difficult one to solve. Experts on 
the building of bowling alleys studied 
and figured for weeks on the question 
before it was solved, and even now, 
although the committee in charge of 
the preparations is confident that ev¬ 
erything will be in shipshape order on 
May 24, the opening day of the tour¬ 
nament, many who profess to know 
shake their heads negatively and de¬ 
clare that this will not be possible. 

The whole trouble lay in the fact 
that the builders of the alleys will 
have only six days and nights in which 
to do the work. In that time they 
must put down twenty-four alleys that 
will be so perfect that no competitor 
will have the slightest cause for com¬ 
plaint. 

The contract for the work has been 
given to a firm in New York city 
which has assured the committee that 
the alleys will be the finest ever built 
and that no bowler will be able to de¬ 
clare that he failed to roll a high score 
or win his match because of the alleys. 
Should any easy spares be missed, they 
say, it will be the fault of the bowler 
and not because the alleys “run off” 
or “carry over.” 

Because the rent of the Madison 
Square Garden,is $1,000 a night, and 
the National Bowling association will 
be compelled to pay that amount even 
while building the alleys, it became 
necessary to limit the time for the 
work to not more than six days. This, 
it was admitted, would necessitate the 
building of twenty-four alleys in faster 
time than even less than half that 
number were ever built in the history 
of bowling. The proposal was put up 
to the officials of the New York firm, 
and they without hesitation accepted 
the contract. 

Almost immediately after receiving 
the contract arrangements for the enor¬ 
mous work were begun. Vast supplies 
had to be ordered, so that the work on 
the alleys could be started exactly on 
time, and, equally important, the con¬ 
tractors had to engage men to do the 
work. 

Contrary to the general belief, ordi¬ 
nary carpenters are not competent to 
build bowling alleys. They must be 
built by then skilled in the work—men 
who make a business of building al¬ 
leys alone. There is not a continual 
demand for this class of labor, and 
consequently men of this kind are few 
and scattered about the United States. 
So in order to prepare for this the 
New York firm has ordered about 100 
of their men, who are located in the 
various cities of the United States, to • 
plan their work so as to be able to 
come to New York city in time to go 
to work in the Garden. 

The figures of the materials to be 
used in building the alleys have been 
given out and are as follows: 

In the first place it will be necessary 
to use at least 200,000 lineal feet of 
yellow pine and maple for the beds of 
the alleys, 20,000 board feet of maple 
for the divisions, return ways and 
kickbacks and 0,000 board feet of 
spruce and hemlock for the founda¬ 
tions. 

For holding all this together 11,100 
screws and 254,000 nails will be used. 
The castings on the return ways will 
require 7,500 pounds of nickeled steel, 
and the pit cushions will be made from 
4,000 pounds of leather. For finishing 
the beds two barrels of shellac mixed 
with one barrel of alcohol will be used. 
Then the beds will be covered with 
enamel polish, which will require at 
least one barrel. 

' 

Trial Trip of the George Washington. 

The trial trip of the North German 
Lloyd’s new steamship George Wash¬ 
ington, the largest German vessel 
afloat, will take place over a meas¬ 
ured course on June 2. The American 
ambassador to Germany, Dr. David 
Jayne Hill, w r ho christened the George 
Washington at the time of the launch¬ 
ing, has signified his intention to be on 
board duri ng the trial trip.

PYGMIES IN CHINA. 

Dr. Geil Tells of Race He Found Near 
China’s Great Wall. 

Dr. William Edgar Geil of Doyles- 
town, Pa., who traced the great Chi¬ 
nese wall its entire length, a distance 
of 1,250 miles, 200 of which had never 
before been mapped, returned recently 
to New York on the steamship Minne¬ 
haha. 

Thepe are ten great walls, apart from 
the famous one, the explorer says. He 
discovered a race of Chinese pygmies 
to the northward of the wall, w r here 
they have dwelt for twenty centuries 
In the mountains. Seven hundred 
miles of the wall are built along the 
line of greatest resistance, Dr. Geil 
says. He found 20,000 great towers, 
each capable of holding 100 men. 
These towers are about 100 yards 
apart. 

A million men worked on the wall, 
and the unlucky workman who left a 
crevice, however tiny, was buried alive 
in the structure. The pygmies couldn’t 
stand the hard work in 210 B. C. and 
ran Into the wilds to become savages 
and maniacs. Some of the hairy crea¬ 
tures are not more than three feet tall. 

Dr. Geil says that in 2,000 cities and 
100,000 towns officers are drilling the 
inhabitants in the use of arms. China 
is preparing to put an army of 4,000,- 
000 men in the field. 

INTERNATIONAL MONEY. 

New Travelers’ Checks Adopted by 
American Bankers’ Association. 

The first specimens of the new “In¬ 
ternational money,” or travelers’ 
checks, of the American Bankers’ as¬ 
sociation were Issued the other day, 
and travelers from the United States 
will soon be presenting the orders In 
Europe. The checks are the result of 
years of deliberation on the part of the 
American Bankers’ association, and a 
special committee worked on the prop¬ 
osition for many months. 

The checks are handsomely engraved 
on scientifically protected paper which, 
it is held, cannot be counterfeited. 
There are four denominations—$10, 
$20, $50 and $100, tinted in blue, green, 
straw aud orange respectively. As 
each check bears on its face the ac¬ 
ceptance of the New York banking in¬ 
stitution on which it is drawn, the 
party who cashes it takes no risk, even 
though he may not know the signature 
of the issuing bank. An Identification 
signature at the time of purchase and 
a counter signature at the time of 
cashing it complete the chain of pro¬ 
tecting devices. Arrangements' have 
been made for their acceptance at face 
value by bankers and hotels in all 
parts of the world.

J. H. Coleman, be authorized and 
instructed to enter into said contract 
for and on behalf of said county; and 
be it further 

“ Resolved, that said contract here¬ 
tofore entered into and executed, be 
and the same is hereby ratified.” 

A resolution prepared by Supervisor 
McEvoy ordering District Attorney 
Bullock to immediately commence 
suit against County Treasurer Cham¬ 
berlain to recover money alleged to be 
due as interest at 2 per cent on county 
money that had been deposited in 
banks since tlie passage of an Act in 
March, 1907, making such collection 
legal, was presented by Supervisor 
('asey. 

The District Attorney stated that the 
law did not apply to the case in point. 

The vote on the resolution resulted 
as follows—Ayes—McEvoy and Casey. 
Noes—Coleman, Francis and Black¬ 
burn. 

Under-Sheriff Bartlett asked that the 
Sheriff’s office be provided witli an 
automobile. A committee of three was 
appointed to look into the matter, as 
follows—Supervisors Casey, Francis 
and Blackburn. 


ALL SHOULD AITEND 
THIS MEETING 


California is proud of her natural 
resources, and the average Californian 
has an idea that they are inexhaustible, 
California minerals, forests, land and 
water seem so superabundant that 
such a thing as caring for them to the 
average unthinking person is an ab¬ 
surdity. But the note of alarm has 
been soundedi by men well versed in 
conditions, and California must look 
to the conservation of her resources or 
she will be in the condition of several 
eastern States and foreign countries. 

In order that a complete understand¬ 


ing of the conditions may be had the 
eleventh semi-annual meeting of the 
counties committee of The California 
Promotion Committee, which is to be 
held at Hotel Del Monte to-day, 
will be devoted to the discussion of the 
theme “ Conservation in California.” 
Men of national repute, high in the 
councils of the government, will be 
there to tell of their observations, and 
to give their suggestions. Every Cali¬ 
fornian who is desirous of having 
California maintain her prestige, 
should attend this meeting and 
learn of conditions and methods 
necessary to preserve the .State’s great¬ 
ness. Railroads have granted a fare 
and a third rate for the round trip from 
all California points, and the hotel has 
made special rates of $5.00, $3.50, $4.00 
and $4.50 a day to those attending the 
meeting. There will be a banquet in 
the evening, under the auspices 
of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Monterey and the Board of Trade of 
Pacific Grove, and on Sunday a pro¬ 
gram of entertainment under the care 
of these organizations will be carried 
out, including visits to all historic 
points of interest and a mussel bake at 
Pacific Grove, trips around the two 
cities and visits to the Marine Gardens 
in glass bottomed boats. 

A special rate from points south of 
Castroville has been made whereby 
those attending the meeting may make 
a trip to San Francisco following the 
meeting, at a rate of a fare and a third 
for the round trip from their homes.

PROMOTION COMMITTEE 
PROGRESS BUEEETIN 


California is sending her first decidu¬ 
ous fruit forward. Cherries in box lots 
being shipped. Reports received by 
The California Promotion Committee 


are to the effect that cherries will be a 
fair crop, but lighter than last year; 
apricots will be light in early varieties 
with promise of better crop in late, 
contrary to early indications ; peaches 
promise an abundance of all shipping 
varieties; Bartlett pears give good 
promise; grapes are well advanced 
and an abundant crop is anticipated; 
prunes give promise of good supply as 
do plums. In quality fruit promises 
to be above the average. 

Heavy crop and large size of fruit is 
the report that comes from citrus fruit 
districts. Crop movement is greater 
than at this period last year. Barge 
quantities of lemons are being held 
waiting favorable market conditions. 

Colonist travel to California during 
the past two months has been steady 
with marked increase over that of last 
year. Inquiries from home seekers, 
both at headquarters of the Committee 
and at its various agencies, show 
marked increase. Tourist travel promi¬ 
ses to be above the average during the 
coming summer, as California’s advan¬ 
tages as an all-year resort are becoming 
better known. 

Reports from all cities and towns of 
the State show constantly improving 
business conditions, there being a 
noticeable increase in bank clearings, 
and strengthening of wholesale trade. 
Building activity is also reported from 
all points.
